The story of Cruggleton Purvis and his calves is one of the great chapters 
in the history of Marellbar sales.

In the 
June 1954 sale, six sons and daughters averaged $2,675 and included the top selling 
bull at $5,000, Marellbar Protector, that sired the grand champions over all breeds 
at the 1956 and 1957 Valley City Winter Fairs for his owners, Philip Sauer & Sons. 
A daughter in that same 1954 sale brought $4,600. In June 1955, Marellbar Purvis, 
another son, sold for $10.000, to Robert Macfarlane, and was the highest selling 
Shorthorn bull at auction in North America for that year. Last year, Helmor Pur- 
vis 361, another son of Cruggleton Purvis, topped the bulls in the Marellbar Sale 
at $3,000. Marellbar Purvis’ first calf to be sold in the Marellbar Sales was a daugh- 
ter that brought $1,550 from Vaughn Moore of Lenox, Iowa, in the 1956 sale, the 
only calf by him selling. This year, a son and six daughters sell.
